inform ed the Commission th at such 
was not the case.

A t the present time to build a 18- 
foot concrete road, the ruling or law 
is for a minimum of 60 feet for the 
right-of-w ay in order to give suffici- 
:»n tground for a six-foot shoulder on 
each side of the 
concrete 
slab and 
fu rth e r room for m aintainante 
and 
drainage. 
W hen 
right-of-w ay 
for 
No. 10 was 
acquired 
several years 
ago, it was more of a local affair with 
no thought of S tate m aintainance, so 
when No. 16 w as selected as one of 
the secondary roads of the S tate u n ­ 
der the $60,000,000 
bond 
issue, the 
sta tu s was changed alt<>gether. 


T he above is the sta te of the case 
at this, time and to have this stretch 
of 16 miles of concrete road included 
in the October letting, it is necessary 
for additional right-of-w ay on some 
p arts of the route.

It is a pretty hard m atter to make 
a case brought under the Mann Act 
j stick, according to a report from the 
U nited States District 
A ttorney 
at 
St. 
Paul, 
Minnesota, 
when asked 
ab o u t a much talked-of case of South­ 
east Missouri. 
T h e following letter from Hon. La­ 
fay e tte 
Frenc h, 
Jr., U nited 
States 
D istrict A ttorney at St. Paul, speaks 
for itself: 
“ A t the time the report in this m at­ 
ter w as received in my office the case 
was marked for no prosecution by one 
of th e A ssistants in this office. 
He 
inform s me th a t his 
reason for so 
m ark in g the case was based upon the 
fact th a t it does not come within the 
1 classification of violations under the 
M ann Act for which prosecution fol­ 
lows. 
A large num ber of cases which 
m ight be construed as technical viola 
tions of the M ann Act are reported 
every year to this office. 
It is 
my 
opinion and the opinion of most of 
th e United S tate s A ttorneys through­ 
out the country that the intent and 
purpose of the Mann Act was to stamp 
out commercial vice of an interstate 
character. 
O ur office in the past has 
alw ays prosecuted 
vigorously each 
and every case where the commercial 
elem ent is present. 
We have also in­ 
cluded in this category cases in which 
the girl or victim in the 
case is 
a 
person of im m ature years. 
We have 
not, however, 
heretofore prosecuted 
ises of the ch a racter represented by 
th e present case. 
It has been our ex ­ 
perience that only too o ften the mo 
ve back of the prosecution is either 
one of blackmail or* arises from 
do 
m estic difficulties which have no place 
Federal C ourt. 
I have discovered 
from actual experience th a t only too 
frequently cases which arise 
from 
dom estic infelicity are incapable 
of 
successful 
prosecution.

ime the case is called for trial, a re 
conciliation occurs between the par 
ties and the governm ent is forced to 
ome into court and nolle the case by 
e a so n of the lack of 
necessary evi 
lence.”

Located 1 1 miles 
from

It is the plan of the Game and Fish 
D epartm ent to use the State parks as 
i basis to restock the State of Mis- 
ouri with wild deer.

The Research and Education 
D e­ 


p artm ent of the Federal Council 
of 


Churches should W credited with an 


honest effort to ascertain the social, 


economic and hygienic effects of pro­ 


hibition. 
The report is in strong con­ 
trast to the opinions gathered by the 
North American Review 
from sup­ 
porters of prohibition, republished in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
I’ho report to the Federal Council 
>f Churches is only partial, and 
is 
Admitted 
to be inconclusive. 
It 
is 
xtrem ely guarded on both apparent 
good and evil effects, but it finds both 
good and had. 
The only decided opin­ 
ion is that the abolition of the saloon 
has been beneficial to la rg e numbers 
>f the working people. 
This is chief- 
y on the economic side, and may re- 
ult as well from the cheapness 
of 
home brew as com pared with the cost 
of saloon liquor as from a diminution 
in drinking. 
The report 
states 
th a t any s ta te ­ 
ment with regard to the 
effects 
of 
prohibition 
on 
the economic 
side, 
touching increased business prosper­ 
ity, grow ing bank deposits, decrease 
in poverty, etc:, must be made very 
guardedly, because there has been 
a 
very 
g reat 
increase 
in prosperity 
since 1921 due to other causes—such 
as 
increass in wags, 
th rift 
cam ­ 
paigns, and o th er factors tending to 
improve the condition of all classes, 
particularly th e 
w age-earning 
ele­ 
ments. 
The report calls attention a l­ 
so to the g re a t improvement in 
the 
economic condition of m any form erly 
poverty-stricken 
families, 
through 
bootleg activities. 
It refers to 
the 
Stutz and Packard 
cars that 
now 
stand before homes in tenem ent dis­ 
tricts where formerly there was n o th ­ 
ing but abject poverty* 
This 
pros­ 
perity, brought about by botlegging, 
m eans a g reat increase in law-break­ 
ing, not only on the p art of bootleg­ 
gers but their custom ers. 
H ealth reports are unsatisfactory. 
According to the Census Bureau's re­ 
ports 
deaths 
from 
alcohol 
and 
cirrhosis of the liver, which showed a 
steady drop in 1920, 
have 
steadily 
risen, except for a decrease in cirrho­ 
sis in 1923. 
The investigators could 
find no relation between the use 
of 
alcohol 
and 
cirrhosis. 
Im m ediately 
a fte r prohibition 
went 
into 
effect 
there were more acute chronic cases 
than before, but there has since E»een 
a d rift tow ards increased alcoholism. 
In 1918, bfore 
prohibition, 
there 
was only 1.06 per cent 
of alcoholic 
cases per 1000 enlisted men in 
the 
arm y. 
But it increased to 11.8 un­ 
der prohibition in 1912, and in 
1924 
stood at 9.13, a g reat and significant 
increase in alcoholism under prohi­ 
bition. 
The investigator refused to consid­ 
er the death rate in connection with 
prohibition, becaues of the improve­ 
m ent in the economic sta tu s and the 
tendency tow ards a higher standard 
of living, which naturaly 
improved 
health and increased 
longevity. 
In 
short, w hatever decline in the death 
rate and im provem ent in health s ta n ­ 
dards there m ay be is due to general 
progress and not to prohibition. The 
investigators 
find , however, 
th a t 
there is more insanity from alcohol 
now than th e re was 
before prohibi­ 
tion. 
One of the w orst effects of prohi­ 
bition noted by the rep o rt is the in­ 
crease of liquor drinking 
by young 
persons. 
A nother significant point in the re­ 
port is th a t a questionnaire sent to 
1000 or more business men, directors 
of im portant corporations, selected at 
random, yielded a predom inantly a n ­ 
tiprohibition 
result. 
The 
report 
ascribes this return to strong person­ 
al prejudice and dissatisfaction with 
the social and political 
consequences 
of prohibition. 
The report does not touch upon the 
increase of disrespect for law, law ­ 
lessness, increase of crim inals, 
lawr- 
made crim inals and the assaults upon 
constitutional 
rights 
and liberties. 
These effects strike at the very foun­ 
dations of Am erican institutions and 
social welfare. 
T he report condemns foolish pro p a­ 
ganda put fo rth by leaders of the A n­ 
tisaloon League and th e prohibition 
enforcement unit, which creates false 
impressions. 
One of the w orst 
ex­ 
am ples of this is at hand in the report 
of Wayne W heeler, general counselor 
of the 
Antisaloon 
League, 
in 
the 
N orth Am erican Review. 
The social 
changes he declares have been 
ac­ 
complished by prohibition include ov­ 
er 360,000 decrease 
in 
drunkenness 
arrests in a year, 200,000 fewer coun­ 
try jail com m itm ents in a year, m ani 
jails em pty; a decrease of 74 per cent 
in drink-caused poverty; alcoholic in­ 
sanity decreased 
two-thirds, directly 
contrary to the report to the Federal 
Council 
of Churches. 
And he adds: 
“The brothel has practically vanish­ 
ed; venereal disease 
vanishing; less 
corruption in politics", ad nauseam. 
In the light of the 
report 
of the 
Federal Council of Churches and 
known facts, Dr. W heeler is either a 
fool or a liar

W O M EN AND T H E SCHOOLS 


One m orning in spring a farm er 
was lustily walking across his well 
tilled fields broadcasting w heat seed 
from a b ag slung over his shoulder. 
A city lad passing 
by, 
asked him 
w hat he was doing 
throw ing dust 
about in th a t ridiculous m anner. 
The 
farm er laughed. 
“ It’s for the bread 
th a t you ea t, my lad” , he answered. 
But the boy did not understand. 
He 
thought bread came from the bake- 
shop. 
In the world of sociology the m en­ 
tal attitu d e of the 
city 
lad is fre ­ 
quently encountered. 
People accept 
benefits or tolerate evils, with no idea 
th a t the planting of seeds precedes 
the harvest. 
The im portance of 
re­ 
lating th e protective, 
hum anitarian 
instincts of women to the mahcinery 
of governm ent 
is 
overlooked 
be­ 
cause people do not realize th a t the 
Social o rd er is but the product of its 
com ponent ingredients. 
T hey accept 
the sta tu s quo as they 
buy 
bread 
from th e bakeshops. 
Now an d then, however, like a sun­ 
beam th ro u g h a storm y sky, som e­ 
thing tr a n s p ir e s which 
should bring 
light even to the blindest. 
Such an 
occurrence has recently been 
made 
known by a bulletin published by the 
research departm ent of the Baltim ore 
public school system. 
Septem ber 30, 
1922, th e re 
were 
twelve 
thousand 
children 
getting 
only 
part-tim e 
schooling in that city. 
On Septem ber 
30, 1923, the number had diminished 
to 
6944. 
In 
other 
words, 
in the 
twelve m onths’ period opportunities 
had been opened up to somew'hat ov­ 
er five thousand 
children 
to enjoy 
adequate educational facilities. 
To th e average individual these fig 
ures m ean nothing, b u t to those who 
worked fo r the enfranchisem ent 
of 
women th ey 
are m ost 
illum inating 
Suffragists 
always 
predicted 
th a t 
when w om en obtained 
th e franchise 
more 
attention 
and 
la rg e r 
funds 
would be given to th e public school 
system . 
Clearly the 
extension 
of 
educational facilities in Baltim ore is 
one 
of 
the 
by-products of woman 
suffrage. 
Yet most people will pass 
by oblivious of 
the 
significance of 
this incident, for they believe, as did 
the city lad, that bread comes from 
the 
bakeshop.—Edith 
Houghton 
Hooker.

When fields of cotton are maturing 
is one of the best times to find 
out 
the quality and purity of the seed 
you planted this past spring. 
But un­ 
fortunately it is too late to correct 
mistakes then. 
However, anyone who 
carefully studies a field of cotton as

ue of pure, highbred seed of adapted 
varieties.

When asked where 
he got his seed, he said

what he thought was pure seed from 
a certain seed broker.

growers have had the same eexperi- 
ence. 
Many others planted gin-run

home-grown 
seed, which they 
knew to be badly mixed.

should study his cotton closely

The ideal field of cotton from pure, 
high-bred seed presents a very uni­ 
form, level 
appearance to the eye. 
This of course is seldom perfect. But 
when you see a high percentage

plants distinctly taller

Selection: The 
selection 
o f 
the 
fow ls to be shown should b egin soon 
after the chicks are hatched, for un 
less the chicks are properly grown 
and fed that they may m ature

typical repn eiitatives of their breed 
they cannot be considered as likely 
candidate for the exhibition. The first 
selection of the birds to be shown

The State Highway Department at 
Jefferson 
City, 
believing 
sufficient 
right-of-way was vested in the State, 
sought to advertise 
for a 
16-foot 
concrete road bed on No. 16 from the 
Mississippi 
County 
line to a point 
near Gray Ridge and in the western 
part of Stoddard County. 
This ac­ 
tion was to have been taken at Jeff­ 
erson City on Monday of this Week, 
but a last minute telephone message 
informed the Commission that such 
was not the case. 
At the present time to build a 18- 
foot concrete road, the ruling or law 
is for a minimum of 60 feet for the 
right-of-way in order to give suffici- 
n tground for a six-f<»ot shoulder on 
each side of the 
concrete 
slab and 
further room for maintainance 
and 
drainage. 
When 
right-of-way 
for 
No. 16 was 
acquired 
several years 
ago, it was more of a local affair with 
no thought of State maintainance, so 
when No. 16 was selected as one of 
the secondary roads of the State un­ 
der the $60,000,000 
bond 
issue, the 
status was changed altogether. 
The above is the state of the case 
at this, time and to have this stretch 
of 16 miles of concrete road included 
in the October letting, it is necessary 
for additional right-of-way on some 
parts of the route. 
In Scott County the right-of-way is 
sufficient, 
except 
in 
some places 
where additional dirt will be needed 
to widen and raise the road bed. It is 
believed 
land owners on 
each side 
will give permission to have a nar­ 
row strip of dirt taken from their 
land close to the fence and in 
that 
way hasten the road building with­ 
out expense to themselves. 
All ap­ 
proaches to bridges will have to 
be 
widened 
and dirt for 
these and the 
six-foot 
shoulder will have to be had 
The securing of the additional right' 
of-wuy from the Mississippi County 
line to Morehouse will be left to 
a 
committee from the Chamber of Com­ 
merce consisting of T. A. Wilson, A. 
C. Sikes and Dan m*Co>\- 
Morehouse will assist the road thru 
their city which will follow the Mis­ 
souri Pacific Railroad, and lend as­ 
sistance through New Madrid Coun 
ty. 
From the New Madrid County 
line to Gray Ridge in Stoddard Coun­ 
ty some opposition will be met by a 
few land owners. 
About Gray Ridge 
the right-of-way narrows to 42 feet 
and until the minimum of 60 feet is 
secured, there will be no concrete put 
down. 
This 16-mile strip is cut up 
into 
five projects, one east of Sikeston and 
one west of Sikeston in Scott tCounty 
and the balance further west. 
If the 
two Scott County projects are to be 
advertised in October, 
all 
ground 
needed for fills and widening must be 
had by the last of this month. 
The 
same holds good for the next project 
in New Madrid County. 
Another question that MUST 
be 
given attention at once is the widen­ 
ing, the straightening and resurfac 
ing of Malone Avenue through Sik­ 
eston without angles, or the concrete 
road may stop half a mile each side 
of Sikeston, cut south from beyond 
Sportsmans Park to Murray 
Lane 
thence join No. 16 beyond the 
hill 
west of the city. 
All d^ta showing the needs and re 
quirements of Highway Department 
will be placed 
in 
the 
hands of the 
different committees early Saturday 
morning and they will 
immediately 
proceed 
to 
secure 
the 
additional 
right-of-way. 
This road is to be built east and 
west to accommodate the heavy traf 
fice and it is hoped that no land own 
er will attem pt to delay the m atter 
by forcing court action to secure the 
needed land or dirt.

MANN ACT VIOLATORS 
HARD TO PROSECUTE 


It is h pretty hard matter to make 
case brought undei the Mann Act 
»tick, according to a report from the 
United States District 
Attorney 
at 
St. Paul, 
Minnesota, 
when 
asked 
about a much talked-of case of South­ 
east Missouri. 
The following letter from Hon. La 
fayetfe 
French, 
Jr., United 
States 
District Attorney at St. Paul, speaks 
for itself: 
"At the time the report in this mat­ 
ter was received in my office the case 
was marked for no prosecution by one 
of the Assistants in this office. 
He 
informs me thut his 
reason for so 
marking the case was based upon the 
fact that it does not come within the 
classification of violations under the 
M ann Act for which prosecution fol­ 
lows. 
A large number of cases which 
might be construed as technical viola 
tions of the Mann Act are reported 
every year to this office. 
It is 
my 
opinion and the opinion of most of 
the United States Attorneys through­ 
out the country that the intent anil 
purpose of the Mann Act was to stamp 
out commercial vice of an interstate 
character. 
Our office in the past has 
always prosecuted 
vigorously each 
and every case where the commercial 
element is present. 
We have also in­ 
cluded in this category cases in which 
the girl or victim in the 
case is 
a 
person of immature years. 
We have 
not, however, 
heretofore prosecuted 
ises of the character represented by 
the present case. 
It has been our ex­ 
perience that only too often the mo­ 
tive hack of the prosecution is either 
one of blackmail or* arises from

mestic difficulties which have no place 
Federal Court. 
I have discovered 
from actual experience that only tot) 
frequently cases which arise 
from 
domestic infelicity are incapable 
of

quently encountered. 
People accept 
benefits or tolerate evils, with no idea 
that the planting of seeds precedes 
the harvest. 
The importance of 
re­ 
lating the protective, 
hum anitarian 
instincts of women to the mahcinery 
of government 
is 
overlooked 
be­ 
cause people do not realize that the 
Social order is hut the product of its 
component ingredient*. 
They accept 
the status quo as they 
buy 
bread 
from the bakeshops. 
Now and then, however, like a sun­ 
beam through a stormy sky, some­ 
thing transpires which 
should bring 
light even to the blindest. 
Such an 
occurrence ha? recently been 
made 
known by a bulletin published by the 
research department of the Baltimore 
public school system. 
September 30, 
1922, there 
were 
twelve 
thousand 
children 
getting 
only 
part-time 
schooling in that city. On September 
30, 1923, the number had diminished 
to 
6944. 
In 
other 
words, 
in the 
twelve months’ period opportunities 
had been opened up to somewhat ov­ 
er five thousand 
children 
to enjoy 
adequate educational facilities. 
To the average individual these fig­ 
ures mean nothing, but to those who 
worked for the enfranchisement 
of 
women they 
are most 
illuminating. 
Suffragists 
always 
predicted 
that 
when women obtained 
the franchise 
more 
attention 
and 
larger 
funds 
would be given to the public school 
system. 
Clearly the 
extension 
of 
educational facilities in Baltimore is 
one 
of 
the 
by-products of woman 
suffrage. 
Yet most people will pass 
by oblivious of 
the 
significance of 
this incident, for they believe, as did 
the city lad, that bread comes from 
the 
bakeshop.—Edith 
Houghton 
Hooker.
